CIT INTEREST RATES 
HALF OF 1 PCT. 


Interest rates on commodity loans 
and loans for operating purposes 
made by the Banks for Cooperatives 
to farmers’ cooperative marketing 
and purchasing associations. have 
been reduced one-half of one per 


cent, according to an announcement | 


by W. D. Ellis, Acting President of 
the Berkeley Bank for Cooperatives 
serving California, Utah, Arizona 
and Nevada.

Roosevelt Points Need 
For Neutrality Laws; 
Britain Recalls Envoy 


WASHINGTON, (i)—The United 
States government today denounced 
German aggression against the for- 
mer Czechoslovak government in 
bristling terms. 


“President Roosevelt also declared 
that the United States needs neu- 
trality legislation, particularly in 
the light of European developments 
of the last few days. 


DEMANDS ON FRANCE 

ROME, (\P)—The Fascist press to- 
day warned that Italy will follow 
up the Nazi triumph in central Eu- 
rope by achieving her demands 
against France in the Mediterran- 
ean. 

LONDON (‘\h\—Great Britain took 
the lead in democracy’s “stop Hit- 
ler” drive today by recalling her 
ambassador from Germany to re- 
port on the Nazi “March to the 
East" through central Europe. 

It was believed likely that Hitler 
also would recall his ambassador, 
Dr. Herbert Von Dirksen, for a “re- 
port.” 

Great Britain's action was viewed 
as a rebuke to the Nazi destruction 
of Czechoslovakia and seizure of 
Czechia and Slovakia as protector- 
ates. Diplomatic circles believed that 
France would take similar action. 


The French cabinet of Premicr 
Edouard Daladier asked parliament 
for dictatorial powers to meet the 
new threat created by Nazi seizure 
of Bohemia, Moravia and Slovakia 
and by growing expectations that 
Hitler would now back his totali- 
tarian partner, Premier Benito Mus- 
solini of Italy. in a long awaited 
move against France in the Medit- 
erranian.

In Poland, in Rumania and in 
Jugoslavia the governments of Eu- 
rope’s little powers were in almost 
constant consultation in an effort 
to find frther safeguards against 
another Nazi blow that would en- 
danger their own frontiers. 

Even in Hungary. which got Hit- 
ler’s vague blessing for its military 
annexation of Carpatho-Ukraine 
the government leaders and the big 
landowners watched with mountine 
alarm as the Nazis carried their 
crusade against Jews. communists 
and other political or racial foes in- 
to the Czechoslovak “protectorates” 
—where 10,000 persons were said to 
have been arrested by secret police 
in Bomehia alone.

STUDY MADE 


Reserve Fund Called 
“Elaborate Fiction” 
By Noted Economist 


WASHINGTON, lp — John T. 
Flynn, economist and writer, told 
the house ways and means commit-_ 
tee todal that the potential $47,000,- 
000,000 reserve being accumulated 
uncer the social security system ac- 
tually will be used for battleships, 
roads and general federal expenses. 

The reserve actually is an “elab- 
orate fiction,” he said. 

Flynn testified at hearings on 
proposed revisions of the social se- 
curity system. His appearance co- 
incided with private predictions by 
committeemen that a majority of 
administration proposals for en- 
largement of the scope of the act 
will be rejected. 

Flynn attacked methods by which 
old age benefits are financed un- 
der the present system. 

“Under the present act,” he said, 
“in the first three years the tax 
for paying old age benefits is 400 
per cent higher than is necessary for 
the benefits paid from it. Next 
year it will be six times higher than 
is necessary considering the present 
benefits. By 1950 it will be double 
what it ought to be. For the next 
30 years the tax levied on the pay- 
rolls will be excessive—even ex- 
tortionate. 

“By 1980 the government is go- 
ing to collect $111.000,000,000 in old 
age benefit taxes. But in those 40 
years the government is going to 
pay out benefits only a little over 
half of that or 57 per cent. 

“Over $47,000,000,000 of it or 43 
per cent will never be paid in ben- 
efits but will be used by the gov- 
ernment to buy battleships, build 
roads and pay the general expenses 
of the government.”

Before laundering, curtains 
should be gently shaken to remove 
loose dirt. White ones may be soak- 
ed in cool suds for fifteen minutes.

utes, but printed linens do not hold 


the dye well and it is safest to wash | 


them quickly. 

To preserve the sheen of silk and 
rayon draperies, use only lukewarm 
water and mild soap. The glaze of 
chintz may be preserved by a 
Sponge bath rather than giving 
them a tubbing. If you wash glaz- 
ed chintz curtains, starch them to 
keep them stiff, with a smooth, thin 
boiled starch. 

To keep lace or net curtains the 
proper size and shape, curtain 
stretchers are convenient, but the 
curtains may be dried by hanging 
them at the windows and coaxing 
them into shape by gentle pulling 
or by hanging a curtain rod in the 
bottom hem as well as at the top. 

When curtains are new, it is ad- 
visable to make a tuck in the hem, 
which may be let out to give them 
extra length after shrinking. Cur- 
tains which require ironing should 
not be hung on the line, but rolled 
in a thick towel. Curtain colors 
may easily be changed by bleaching 
and dying them.

Peter Exhorts to Christian Living 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
March 19 is I Peter 3: 8-18, the 
Golden Text being I Peter 1:15, 
“But as He which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all man- 
ner of conversation.” 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 


“THE EARTH is the Lord’s, and 
the fullness thereof; the world, 
and they that dwell therein. 

“For He hath founded it upon 
the seas, and established it upon 
the floods. 

“Who shall ascend into the hill 
of the Lord? and who shall stand 
in His holy place? 

“He that hath clean hands and 
@ pure heart; who hath not lifted 
up his soul unto vanity, nor sworn 
deceitfully. 

“He shall receive the blessing 
from the Lord and righteousness 
from the God of his salvation. 

“This is the generation of them 
that seek Him, that seek thy face, 
O Jacob. Selah.” 

This is part of the 24th psalm 
and I think everyone would do 
well 40 memorize it. The whole 
lesson impresses on us the happi- 
ness that will come if we do what 
is right—try to live a Christian 
life, as Jesus would like us to. 

Peter says, ‘‘Be ye all of one 
mind, having compassion one of 
another, love as brethren, be piti- 
ful, be courteous. Not rendering 
evil for evil or railing for railing, 
but contrariwise blessing; know- 
ing that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a blessing. 

“For he that ‘will love life, and 
see good days, let him refrain his 
tongue from evil, and his lips that 
they speak no guile.” 

Further he said: “If ye suffer 
for righteousness’ sake, happy are 


ye; and be not afraid of their ter- 
ror, neither be troubled: 

“For it is better, if the will of 
God be so, that ye suffer for well 
doing, than for evil doing.” 

Peter wrote this letter to his 
friends in Asia Minor, for they 
were being persecuted for their 
belief, and he wanted to encourage 
and cheer them. He too was con- 
stantly in danger, as you remem- 
ber in last week’s lesson, and was 
in prison, but was liberated by an 
angel. 

It really does bring blessing, as 
Peter says, if you live “as 
brethren,” in harmony, loving 
each other, returning good for evil, 
being courteous. Being polite or 
courteous really is an expression 
of good will to those with whom 
we come in contact. Did you ever 
think of that? 

We are not happy and cannot 
feel successful if we go about say- 
ing hateful things. I remember a 
story I once read of a woman who 
was called the “Golden Gossip,” 
because she talked about people, 
but said only good things, and 
only with the idea that she might 
help people. We all can be “golden 
gossips,’”’ can we not? And how 
much happier we will be if we are 
that kind rather than the mis- 
chievous typé who go about saying 
hateful things. 

It is nearly 2,000 years since 
Peter and the other disciples 
preached, but what Peter said still 
holds true. You may be persecuted, 
or misunderstood. but if you try to 
love one another, to be good to 
those who use you, and to be use- 
ful and good in the sense that Jesus 
meant, it will make you happy. 
And, what is more important, it 
will help, if only in a very tiny way, 
to bring about the better world 
feeling that is so needed today.
